Mr. Mellen. admitted frankly that 
neither he nor directors of the New 
Tlaven had the temerity openly to op- 
pose Mr. Morgan's plans, although he 
said he sometimes disagreed with him. 
He declared, however, that Mr. Mor- 
gan’s judgment in financial transac- 
tions was so marvelous that anybody 
well might hesitate before running, 
counter to it.

lenburg Celebration. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 20.—An appeal 
for a new declaration of independence 
Pleading fealty to. the right, espousing 
the cause of intellectual honesty and 
the putting of principles to the pro- 
duction of deeds was made here today 
by Vice President Thomas R. Marshall. 
| The vice president was the chief 
|speaker at the annual celebration of 
the Mecklenburg declaration of inde- 
pendence, which was adopted by the 
citizens of Mecklenburg county, North 
Carolina, in 1775, and is reputed to 
have been the first written declaration 
adopted for a separation of the thirteen 
colonies from Great Britain. 

Governor Locke Craig, his staff, six 
companies of the North Carolina na- 
tional gfard, one company of the South 
Carolina guard and the Sixteenth com- 
pany, United States Coast artillery 
from Fort Moultrie, participated in the 
exercises which included a parade and 
the reading of the declaration in addi- 
tion to the vice president's address.

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ILL HEALTH OF HIS WIFE 


DETECTIVE FINDS 
GINCIDE AT PARK 
WAS OLD FRIEND 


James V. Garrett, Confed- 
erate Veteran, Shoots Him- 
self at Grant Park Near | 


Constitution Springs. 


AND HIMSELF THE CAUSE 


Son Declares That It Is 
Doubtful if He Will Ever, 
Open Death Note Left for 


Him by His Father. 


W hen Detective Sturdivant went 


from police station to Grant Park to 
investigate the report that there was 
a dead man near Constitution Springs, 
Wednesday afternoon about 2 o'clock, 
he found, when he saw the body, with 
a bullet hole piercing the head, that 
he was gazing upon a lifelong friend. 

James V. Garrett, age 70, a Confed- 
erate veteran, of No. 39 Pavilion 
street, near the park, having become 
despondent over the ill-health of his 
second wife, whom he married about 
two years ago, and in bad health him- 
self, had blown his brains out. 

He lay upon his back, his arms fold- 
ed. .Underneath his right hand, rest- 
ing upon his breast, was a 38-caliber 
pistol, loaded with four lead bullets, 
and one discharged cartridge. 

Body Found by Boys. 

The body was found by two negro 
boys, employed in the park on some 
grading work. They heard a pistol 
shot, and a few minutes later, as they 
drove their teams close to the scene 
where the dead man lay, they saw 
his body, and called the police. 

Detective Sturdivant found two 
notes near the side of the body. One 
was sealed, and addressed to his son, 
Cc. H. Garrett, a telegraph operator at 
the Union Depot. The other was an 
identification note, requesting that his 
son be notified, giving his name and 
telephone number. 

When his son was seen by a re- 
porter he stated that it was doubtful 
if he ever cpofed the “death note” left 
to him by his father. 

Detective Sturdivant recognized the 
handwriting of the dead man, thereby 
realizing that it was a suicide. He 
notified Coroner Donehoo, who later 
held an inquest over the body at the 
undertaking chapel of A. 0. & Roy 
Donehoo, a verdict of suicide being 
returned. 

Wife's Uliness the Cause. 

The son, who was a boon companion 
of his aged father, believes that the 
fact that his second wife was near 
death preyed wupon his mind, and 
caused him to take his life. 

By the time the city detectives had 
arrived at Grant Park a large crowd 
of people had gathered around the 
scene. All were friends of the dead 
man.

With eleven country precincts vet to | 
be recounted, the county executive | 
committee at 6 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon adjourned for an indefinite pe- 
riod on account of the death of Mrs. 
G. R. George, sister of Charles G. Tur- 
ner. At the time of adjournment} 
Hightower was 11 votes in the lead, | 
with a number of ballots under pro- 
test by both candidates. 

The total count up to date shows

356, cast, it is alleged, by a negro, 
was found in the box after Secretary 
Cochran had stated that he had re- 
moved it upon agreement by unani- 
mously cafried motion of the commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Cochran stated.to a Constitution 
reporter that on May 6 the attention 
of the committee had been called by 
Aldine Chambers to the fact that a 
negro vote had been admitted by the 
managers of the ninth ward, precinct A, 
and that the committee p ssed a mo- 
tion to have the box openéd and this 
ballot removed. 

Mr. Cochran said that after the com- 
mittee adjourned he opened the box in 
the presence of Dr.¢ W. L. Gilbert, 
Claude C. Mason; a Journal reporter:

HUERTA TROOP TRAINS 


WERE CAUGHT IN TRAP ' 


Villa Delays His Main At- 
tack on Saltillo in Order 
That Short Stretch of Rail- 
way May Be Repaired. 


Juarez, Mexico, May 20.—Two federal 
generals, Miguel Alvarez and Ignacio 
Munoz, were killed in the battle of 
Paredon and two other generals end 
many former federal officers were 
executed by the constitutionalists 
after the battle, according to a copy 
of an official telegram from General 
Francisco Villa to General Carranza 
received here today. 

The official report says: 

“It is known that Generals Miguel 
Alvarez and Ignacio Munoz fell in the 
combat. General Ozorno and a good 
number of federal officials were exe- 
cuted.” 

Regarding the fight at Zertuche, the 
report says in part: 

“There was captured also a general 
and thirty-two officials who composed 
his staff. All were executed imme- 
diately.” 

No Quarter Shown. 

The execution of General Ozorno and 
another general whose name was not 
given, together with thirty-two mem- 
bers of the unknown general's staff 
and other federal officials, indicates 
the bitterness with which the cam- 
paign ts being waged about Saltilbo. 

General Ozorno’s advance in rank had 
been rapid. It is said he held a cap- 
tain’s commission but two years ago. 


General Ignacio Munoz, who was killed’ 


in the battle at Paredon, was a 
nephew of General Porfirio Diaz, 
former president of Mexico, and was 
widely known socially in Mexico City. 
General Miguel Alvarez, also killed in 
the battle, began his military career as 
a second lieutenant in the army of 
Francisco Madero, with whom he is 
said to have been favorite before 
the ill-fated president met his death. 

General Villa also reported a large 
quantity of rolling had 
captured with all the transport wag- 
ons of the federals, much ammunition 
and several machine guns, addition 
to nine cannon and considerable 
quantity of other arms.

Villa Delays Advance. 

Estancion, Amargos, Mexico, May 19. 
(Via El Paso, Texas, May 20.)—An an- 
nouncement that no general 
of the constitutionalist 
General Francisco Villa 
until the railroad between 
and Saltillo repaired regarded 
here aS a certain indication of the re- 
spect Villa holds for the fighting abil- 
itv of the federal garrison. 

In spite of a decisive advantage 
gained by the constitutionalist troops 
the enzagement in the outskirts of 
Paredon and at Zertuche Sunday, 
General Villa has decided not to press 
forward for the main attack immedi- 
ately. He is unwilling that the fed- 
erals shall have as allies the fatigue. 
thirst, heat and dtst which must be 
encountered on a desert march of 45 
miles to Saltillo. 

By his determination await the 
repair of the raitroad to Saltillo, Villa 
will be enabled to bring his troops into 
action fresh and well-fed, with horses 
in splendid condition and with reserve 
supplies of ammunition available near 
the firing line. 

The shortness of the battle with the 
federals at Paredon and the small 
number of casualties are regarded here 
more as an evidence of the surprise of 
Villa’s attack and the complete suc- 
cess of ‘this plans of ‘battle than as an 
indication of faint heartedness and bad 
marksmanship on the part of the fed- 
erals. 

But 45 men were killed on both sides 
and about 110 wounded, although near- 
ly 9,500 men were engaged. However, 
no artillery or machine guns were in 
action and the engagement lasted but 
45 minutes before the federal posi- 
tions became untenable and they took 
to flight. 

Hureta'’s Men Badly Beaten. 

The federal troops were decisively 
beaten. Not only did General Villa ad- 
minister a defeat, but he thus pre- 
vented the arrival of reinforcements at 
Saltillo, which would have added ma- 
terially to the defensive force of the 
objective point of the campaig He 
also captured supplies whick would 
have been of value to the gy _rison of 
Saltillo.

“Fourth—The conferences will be 
closed by a full final Session at which 
will be stated all the particular cir- 
cumstances which were considered in 
arriving at the final result of the con- 
ference, whatever such result may be. 
In the event of a favorable solution 
being reached the minutes of the last 
full session at which said solution was 
accepted shall form the basis of the 
protocol of documents to be signed.

URRUTIA 1S GUARDED 
BY AMERICAN MARINES 


Vera Cruz, May 20.—Marines assigned 
to protect Dr. Aureliano Urrutia, for- 
mer minister of the interior of Huer- 
ta’s cabinet, are keeping careful watch 
to prevent a recurrence of demonstra- 
tions against him by Mexicans. The 
entire district about the hotel where 
Urrutia and his family are staying is 
under close surveillance. 

American officers today noted two 
groups of Mexicans seated in cafes in 
position to command a view of all 
sides of the block in which the hotel 
is located. Vera Cruz Mexicans in- 
formed the officers that these men 
were federal. army officers and sol- 
diers in plain .clothes.. Extra precau- 
tions were taken to keep them under 
watch, because no charge warranting 
their detention could be brought. 

Some Mexicans think that the pres- 
ence of these federals and other Mexi- 
can army officers in the streets of the 
city indicate a determination to cause 
Urrutia as much trouble as possible, 
if they cannot prevent his departure 
from the country. The ex-minister and 
his family remained secluded in their 
rooms today.

ARMY OFICER PUTS 
BULLETIN HIS BRAN 


Brownsville, Texas, May 20.—Captain 
Richard P. Winslow, of the Ninety- 
first coast artillery corps, died here 
early today from the effects of a shot 
from an army automatic pjstol. The 
bullet entered the right side of the 
head and passed through the brain, 
after which Winslow lived twenty- 
five minutes. An army physician said 
he was temporarily mentally deranged.

Fate of Silliman Unknown. 


The state department, still without 
result, continued its efforts to obtain 
information as to the fate of Consul 
John R. Silliman at Saltillo. 

“We are now seeking information as 
to Silliman from sources other than 
through Mexico City,” said Secretary 
Bryan. 

So persistent is the silence for the 
last few days of the Mexican foreign 
office with regard to the American 
requests for actual information re- 
garding Vice Consul Silliman that 
some officials fear he may have been 
killed. It is more than a week since 
the Mexican foreign. office and the 
Brazilian minister in Mexico City de- 
clared that Silliman had been released 
from prison at Saltillo, and was en 
route to the capital. 

No further official information Was 
forthcoming in the case of Private 
Samuel Parks. The state department 
is still without reply to the note in 
which it demanded information about 
Parks and characterized his reported 
execution as “a hostile and unfriendly 
act.” 

Parks Murdered; Body Destroyed. 

Brigadier General Funston, at Vera 
Cruz, today confirmed reports that 
‘the two horses taken through the Mex- 
ican federal lines by Private Parks 
had been returned by Mexicans. He 
said the note brought by the Mexi- 
can messenger made no mention of 
the fate of the young infantryman. 

Secretary Garrison was informed by 
telegraph this morning that Captain 
Percy Willis, of the coast artillery 
corps at Key West, had obtained an 
affidavit from A. \V. Bland, lately ar- 
rived from Vera Cruz, bearing on the 
Parks’ case. Bland states that he saw 
aman who saw Parks’ dead body and 
who declared that the young infantry- 
man was shot and the body later de- 
stroyed. The Willis dispatch was sim- 
slar to others that had been received 
as rumors from General Funston, but 
the state department, which has de- 
manded from Huerta’s foreign office 
an explanation of Parks’ disappear- 
ance, still is without any official re- 
ply. 

Smith and Family Jailed. 


Assurances that the family of T. J. 
Smith, at Tonola, Mexico, is safe un- 
der the protection of British and Bra- 
Zilian diplomatic officers and that ev- 
ery effort is being made to obtain the 
release from imprisonment of Smith 
himself were received by Secretary 
Bryan from the Brazilian minister in 
Mexico City. The dispatch stated 
that it was not known that any mem- 
ber of the family except Smith him- 
self had ever been in jail. According 
to previous state department advices 
Smith and his family were imprisoned 
authorities at Tonola, 
charged with shooting three rurales 
who attempted to enter their home.

Attacks Wilson About Colombia. 
The Wilson administration's attitude 
in the controversy with Colombia 
over the Panama canal was criticized 
today by Colonel Roosevelt. He ob- 
jected strongly to the payment of 
what he termed “blackmail” to Co- 
lombia. 

“In submitting to this,” he said, “it 
is just as though some future presi- 
dent of the United States should apol- 
ogize to a successor of Huerta for the 
seizure of Vera Cruz. As for the pay- 
ment of $25,000,000 to Colombia—” 
Here the colonel threw up his hands— 
“Well, that is unthinkable.” Colonel 
Roosevelt expressed himself as strong- 
ly opposed to the repeal of the law for 
the exemption of American coastwise 
| Ships from the payment of Panama 
canal tolls. He said he thought it 
perfectly right to arbitrate the ques- 
tion if the rights of the country to 
grant exemption were granted, but de- 
clared that to. yield the point un- 
equivocally without arbitration was 
indefensible, as he was convinced that 
the United States was within its 
rights in freeing coastwise ships from 
payment of tolls.

Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose 
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MAKING HISTORY. 

Inaugvration at Niagara Falls, Canada, 
yesterday of mediation between the United 
States and Huerta, and, in a broader tenta- 
tive sense between the United States and 
Mexico, is likely to mark an important his- 
torical chapter on this hemisphere. The 
proceedings are absolutely unique in that 
the United States, for the first time in his- 
tory, is submitting its grievance to a board 
of Pan-American mediators, consisting of 
the diplomatic representatives of Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile. Even should the attempt 
at mediation bear no direct fruits upon the 
points at issue, the better feeling engen- 
dered between this country and South 
America will be invaluable. 

While Carranza and Villa have stead- 
fastly refused to have the constitutionalist 
cause included in the subjects under discus- 
sion, there is reason to believe that before 
the proceedings are many days older they 
will revise their policy, provisionally at 
least. The chief points of difficulty seem 
to be in inducing Huerta to step down un- 
conditionally, without regard to the eleva- 
tion of the constitutionalists; and to prevail 
upon the various elements, Carranza, Villa, 
Zapata, etc., to abide by the verdict of the 
mediators. 

A hopeful sign is the firm attitude of 
President Wilson in serving advance notice 
that whatever the result of) the mediation 
proceedings, the troops of this country will 
not be withdrawn from Mexico until peace 
and stable government have been reason- 
ably well established. Once all Mexican 
contingents understand that the United 
States intends to enforce its moral obliga- 
tions to the letter there is apt to be less ob- 
stinacy and intolerance thrown in the way 
of a settlement. 

In any event the effort now being made 
to settle the troubled Mexican status is infi- 
nitely preferable to our occupation of Mex- 
ico, with a possible loss of life and treasure 
difficult of estimate. It is gratifying, also, 
that on the threshold of the delicate negotia- 
tions at Niagara the jingoes have abated ma- 
terially in their unpatriotic and hysterical 
attempts to stampede public sentiment. 


DR. WHITE ON PEACE. 
Addressing an audience of students and 
citizens in the chapel of the University of 
Georgia at Athens, on Peace day, recently, 


Dr. Harry C. White, president of the Georgia 


Peace society, and affiliated with most of the 
peace organizations in this country, includ- 
ing the Lake Mohonk conference, stated that 
the organized peace movement is largely re- 
sponsible for our having avoided war with 
Mexico. 

Dr. White has made a correct deduction. 
For several years now the peace propaganda 
has been aggressively in evidence in every 
‘American community. The propaganda has 
not sought to discourage war at the expense 
of manhood and self-respect. But it has in- 
stilled the waste and needlessness of war, 
when nations could be brought together ina 
gensible process of arbitration. 

In Georgia especially the peace society, 
under the leadership of Dr. White, has made 


substantial progress. Right and left, it has 
emphasized reason as against unreason, 
patriotism as against jingoism, conservation 


of life as against destraction of life. 


The dividends reaped are visible in the 
failure of Georgia to respond to the “war 
scare” of the jingoes, in the willingness of 
the people of this state generally to leave 
the honor of the country in the safekeeping 
of the president. : 

If the unobtrusively-sown gospel of peace 
has made headway with regard to our broil 
with Mexico, it may be expected to show 
similar progress in the peace movement 
generally throughout civilization. For some 
years yet to come crises may arise justifying 
and even demanding a call to arms. The 
habit of war is slow in dying. But there is 
no reason why, in less inflammatory causes 
and, eventually, in all cauges, arbitration and 
bloodless sentiments should not prevail. 

The peace movement probably has saved 
us from a war with Mexico. That is merely 
the beginning of its world-wide conquests. 


7HE MORAL OF MELLEN. 

The story of pillage and plunder and 
trickery falling from the lips of. Charles S. 
Mellen, former head of the wrecked New 
Haven, emphasizes: 

The tragedy of a financial orgy the chief 
sufferers from which had nothing whatever 
to do with the graft and chicanery that 
gutted the New Haven, and every other big 
and little railroad- property subjected to 
those devastating processes. 

The real looters, since penalties in cases 
of this nature cannot be retroactive, are per- 
mitted to go unscathed, laden with their ill- 
gotten cargoes. 

The real sufferers are the widows and 
orphans, the charitable institutions, estates, 
trust funds and bona fide investors gen- 
erally. 

Another class who, innocently, inherit 
the sins of the plunderers are the present 
owners of this and other similar properties. 
They had no part in the piracy and graft 
of that day. Yet they are today held indi- 
rectly responsible for it. They must operate 
discredited properties under a terrific handi- 
cap. They must scramble for credit and 
loans from suspicious capitalists, and more 
than suspicious state and federal commis- 
sions. They must endure the onslaughts of 
demagogues of evefy caliber conceivable, 


though no complaint can be lodged against 


“them. 


Such is the trail of destruction left by 
Mellen in the New ‘Haven, by others in the 
Frisco, and by others still in other roads, not 
forgetting the carriers right here at home 
that from time to time have been brought to 
grief by the juggling gentry who had slight 
regard for other people’s rights so long as 
they were feathering their own nests. 

It is too late to undo the wreckage and 
The millions 


injustice already wrought. 


dissipated and the properties pounded now 
comprise part of a hideous nightmare chap- 
ter of American finance, a chapter that in- 
dicts us before the world in that our care- 
lessness allowed wholesale loot to mask as 
respectability, and go unwhipt of the law. 

But the lesson of Mellen, and the others, 
is obvious and invaluable. If we cannot re- 
construct the past we can at least safeguard 
the future. From the remarkable confes- 
sion coming from the lips of Mellen there 
will be engendered in this country sentiment 
and statutes that will make the repetition 
of the financial debauches of the past an 
impossibility. To this end there should be, 
and will be, laws enacted by congress and 
the states putting stripes on the man, presi- 
dent, underling or smiling director, respon- 
sible directly or indirectly for such iniqui- 
ties in future. 

That is the moral of Mellen!

Thinks Joe Hall No Longer 
A “Tribune of the People’’ 


Editor Constitution: I notice in your 


paper the article headlined “Director Harris 
Rapped By Joe Hall. .. . Judge Nat 
Harris and Randolph Anderson Are Defended 
by Legislator From Bibb County.” 

I do not wish to get into a controversy 
with my good friend, Hon. Joe Hill Hall, for 
I esteem him most highly. Mr. Hall’s change 
of front in giving up the fight of the people 
and supporting the railroad lawyers reminds 
me of the old negro cook, who was almost 
run over by an automobile one morning as 
she was on her way to get breakfast for 
the family by whom she was employed. She 
grabbed two brickbats and waited for the 
driver of the automobile to come back in- 
stead of going on to cook breakfast. The 
man by whom she was employed waited im- 
patiently for his breakfast for some timé, 
and then got in his automobile and started 
out to look up the cook. Finding her at 
a@ street corner with the brickbats in her 
hands, he asked her what it meant, and she 
explained that she was going to throw them 
at the driver of the automobile who ran over 
her when he came back that way. The man 
told her to get in his machine—that his wife 
was hungry and he was in a hurry to get to 
his business. Delighted with the thoughts 
of a ride, the old woman threw down the 
brickbats and got in the machine, and the 
man started off in a hurry for his home. 
They had only gone a few blocks when he 
had to slow down to keep from running over 
a negro passing in the street. The cook, 
who was enjoying the ride, resented this 
interference and called out to her employer: 
“Just run over him. He’s got no business 
in the way.” 

My friend Hall is now riding in the auto- 
mobile with the railroad attorneys and urg- 
ing the people to elect Judge Nat Harris, 
attorney for the Southern railroad, or Hon. 
Randolph Anderson, attorney for the Sea- 
board Air Line, as governor to lease the 
state’s prgperty, and yelling to the dear peo- 
ple to get out of the way. 

I do not blame Mr. Hall for supporting his 
county man, as no doubt Judge Nat Harris 
voted for Mr. Hall two years ago when he 
was a candidate for governor. 

Mr. Hall makes certain statements (if he 
is correctly quoted), in regard to the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad lease, which I wish 
to correct. He gays: 

“The constitution of the state of 
Georgia and the Sherman act both make 
it impossible for the Southern railway, 
of which Judge Harris is counsel, to 
lease the W. & A. railroad, because it is 
a competing line.’’ 

If Mr. Hall will refer to Poors and 
Moody’s manuels, which are authority on 
railroads in the United States, he will find 
that the Southern railroad and the L. & N. 
railroad (which owns 72 per cent of the N., 
Cc. & St. L. railroad, which leases the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad), own jointly 93 
per cent of the common and 77 per cent of 
the preferred stock of the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and Louisville railroad (the Monon 
route). 

It isn’t likely that the Southern railroad 
would bid against its own partner, the L. & 
N. railroad (which owns 72 per cent of the 
stock of the N., Cc. & St. L. railroad, which 
leases the state’s property). Under the law 
of Georgia, an employee of the Southern rail- 
road would be disqualified from serving as 
a juror in cases between the state and the 
N., Cc. & St. L. railroad, which is owned by 
the L. & N. railroad, because the Southern 
and L. & N. railroads are partners in the 
ownership of the N., Cc. & St. -L. railroad 
Practically all of the railroads in Georgia 
are in the same combination, except the 
Seaboard Air Line, and this road uses the 
tracks of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
between Howell and Atlanta and also the 
terminal. The Seaboard Air Line also leases 
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the Central of Georgia’s lines from Meldrim 
to Lyons. 

Under the heading “Hurrah Over Ander- 
son,” Mr. Hall adds: 

“As to the Seaboard Air Line railroad 
and Randolph Anderson’s’ connection 
with it as counsel, Mr. Harris has raised 
a hurrah about that. Why, if the Sea- 
board should be willing to pay the price 
asked by the state for the lease on the 
W. & A. railroad, it wouldn’t be a bad 
idea for the state to lease the road to the 
Seaboard. It would mean another trunk 
line railroad in the state, which would 
mean much to Georgia, for if the Sea- 
board expected to benefit from the W,& 
A. it would be necessary for that road 
to build a connecting line from Macon to 
Atlanta. This, with the M., D. & S. and 
the Seaboard, would give a direct route 
from Chattanooga to the sea, and who 
can say that would not benefit the 
state?’ 

In other words, Mr. Hall thinks it would 
be a good idea for the state to lease its rail- 
road to the Seaboard Air Line, and elect 
Hon. Randolph Anderson, the attorney for 
that road, as governor to make this lease. 

My friend, Mr. Hall, taking his past rec- 
ord into consideration, is getting into very 
peculiar company. For many years he 
charged openly that the railroads, through 
certain attorneys and lobbyists, controlled 
the legislature and defeated the measures 
he advocated for the benefit of the people.

But it is not as it was 50 years 
azo when all the world regarded Kings as 
important entities and their possible taking 
off as crucial in international affairs; and 
part of the world, the very democratic part, 
looked upon kings as menaces and their pass- 
ing as a good riddance. No change in in- 
ternational] affairs would result if King Gus- 
tave had not endured his operation. 

The world has developed a kindly atti- 
tude toward kings, almost a pitying -tti- 
tude; it is interested in the welfare of Gus- 
tave as it would be in that of any other man 
of noted position. But it has not felt that 
any crisis would be invited through the un- 
happy results of the operation. In truth 
there is scarce a sovereign today whose death 
would affect national or international af- 
fairs. Even Austro-Hungary, ,which but a 
few years ago was destined by all the proph- 
ets for a breakup on the passing of Franz 
Josef, will in all probability endure that 
shock without fatal results. Perhaps Spain 
will suffer most seriously. if sudden fate 
should summon Alfonso; and yet Spain must 
progress as she is progressing in order to 
remain in the family of nations. 


Philadelphia Contract Scandal 
(From The Engineering Record.) 

Scandalous conditions in the award and 
execution of the contract for concrete work 
at League Island Park, Philadelphia, built 
under agreement for the city of Philadelphia, 
are disclosed in the report of an investigating 
committee. 

The committee was appointed primarily 
to examine and report upon the character of 
the concrete in walls and pavements along 


a lagoon in the island, for which the city had 


expended $277,727. The committee finds that 
the work was badly designed, badly built 
and is now practically useless and that the 
course pursued in authorizing and carrying 
it out is that which would be expected if the 
main object were to create profitable work 
for a favored contractor. 

The concrete now in place will probably 
have to be removed before a satisfactory 
park can be made. -Irregularities in pre- 
paring and advertising the contracts are 
charged and the scheme of inspection which 
required the contractor to pay the inspector 
who nominally protected the city’s interests 
is characterized as of the worst type. 
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GOV. SLATON PREPARING STATEMENT 
WHICH IS FULL OF PEPPER 


It is currently reported around the cap- 
itol that Governor John M. Slaton is at work 
on a statement which, in all likelihood, will 
be printed in the papers of the state next 
Sunday and which will cause a sensation in 
the senatorial campaign. No one knows the 
exact contents of this statement, but it is 
said to be an intensel® interesting one—one 
that will bring forth replies and inject into 
the campaign an element of ginger which 
has been lacking thus far. The statement, it 
is said, will be the most talked of com- 
munication that has thus far appeared and 
its appearance is looked forward to with 
great interest. 

There are quite a few subjects on which 
Governor Slaton has something interesting 
to say. He has waited until the present time 
and he will devote considerable space to all 
of them in this communication. 


JUDGE W. E. THOMAS IN CITY; 
HAS NOT MADE UP HIS MIND 

Judge W. E. Thomas, of Valdosta, spent 
Wednesday in the city. During the day he 
called on a number of friends and discussed 
the gubernatorial situation. Among others 
he had a short talk with Hugh M. Dorsey. 
They chanced to meet by accident in the 
lobby of the Kimball house. Mr. Dorsey 
took a seat next to him and they were soon 
the center of attraction for the politicians 
and near politicians who frequent the lobby. 
Just what passed between them no one 
knows definitely. 

Judge Thomas has not made up his mind 
what he will do in regard to the guberna- 
torial race. He is in the same attitude he 
was some three weeks ago when he visited 
Atlanta. He has made no secret of the fact 
that the interest of his friends in- south 
Georgia and other sections of the state has 
been flattering to him, but he will not act 
hastily. The primary is still three months 
off and he. does not propose to announce 
without giving the matter the most careful! 
consideration. 

Later in the day Judge Thomas and Mr. 
Dorsey had a second and more formal talk, 
but neither would discuss the substance of 
it. Judge Thomas left for Valdosta last 
night. 

WHO IS ORIGINAL DORSEY MAN? 
MANY CLAIMING THE HONOR 

First thing you know there will be sev- 
eral thousand persons claiming the honor of 
being the original Hugh Dorsey man—pro- 
vided, of course, he decides to make the race 
for governor. Already there are quite a few 
who lay claim to this distinction, and Mr. 
Dorsey has not said a word to indicate he 
would or would not run. 

Spend half an hour or so with him on 
the streets if you would get some idea of 
the pressure that is being brought to bear 
on him. His progress from the courthouse 
to lunch is invariably interrupted dozens of 
times by persons—total strangers frequent- 
ly—who want to assure him of their support. 


|} Even his meals are interrupted by persons 


who want to shake his hand and feel him 
out on his political aspirations. 

But Mr. Dorsey is pursuing the regular 
routine of his way. It would be folly to 
say that Mr. Dorsey has not been deeply 
gratified by the many evidences of esteem 
he has received. He has. But his attitude 
is still that of some weeks ago when his 
name first began to be mentioned. To all 
inquiries he gives the assurance that he has 
been too busy to give the matter careful con- 
sideration. And this is true. He has several 
weeks of very hard work before him, but he 
is expected to say something definite about 
ten days hence. 

ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE SEEKS 
EXPRESSIONS OF CANDIDATES 

The Anti-Saloon League of Georgia, in 
addition to seeking expressions from candi- 
dates for congress, has sent out communica- 
tions to the four avowed candidates for gov- 
ernor. The communication, in part, is as 
follows: 

“The object of this letter is to ask, in 
the event of your election to the governor- 
ship of Georgia, whether or not you will 
favor this measure and work for its adoption 
by the Georgia legislature should congress 
vote to submit it to the states for ratifica- 
tion during your administration? 

“And further, do you favor the anti-ship- 
ping bill now pending in our legislature pro- 
posing to prohibit common carriers from de- 
livering alcoholic liquors from outside the 
State to any point within the state, for il- 
legal purposes, and as governor, would you 
Support and approve its passage, with the 
three-gallan amendment added by the sen- 
ate, eliminated?’ 

Up to the present time none of the can- 
didates have written replies. 

Similar letters were written to the can- 
didates for the United States senate, but no 
replies have come as yet. 


SENATOR SMITH AND ADMINISTRATION 

TO BE HANDS OFF WITH W. J. HARRIS

Washington, May 20.—(Special.)—Consid- 
erable interest is being created here among 
the Georgia contingent both in and out of 
congress by the newspaper publications 
emanating from Washington, in which it is 
made clear, not only for the administration, 
but for Senator Hoke Smith, that neither 
of them sympathize with the candidacy of 
Director of the Census W. J. Harris for 
governor. 

While The Atlanta Journal of Tuesday 
has not yet reached here, a member of the

Mr. Harris, however, has proceeded upon 
his own responsibility, with which the ad- 
ministration leaders are satisfied, except 
that they want it to be clearly understood 
that Mr. Harris is running on his own hook 
and that his candidacy is in no wise to be 
considered as part of the administration 
program. 

This understanding seems to meet the ap- 
proval of Mr. Harris.

A Parcel Post Injustice. 


(From The Chicago News.) 


I don’t know whether the railroads ought 
to have the 5 per cent increase in rates they 
have asked the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion to grant. I am willing to wait until the 
matter has been investigated fully before 
saving anything. 

But as spokesman for a good many people 
of moderate means who have put money into 
railroad bonds, notes and stocks I[ feel justi- 
fied in saying something about the unfair 
attitude of congress toward the railroads in 
the matter of compensation for carrying the 
mails. 

Every four years there comes a read- 
jvstment of the amount paid by the govern- 
ment for carrying the mails. The last we:ch- 
ing on which pay is calculated occurred eur- 
in 1913. Almost immediately thereafter 

parcel post was established. For a 
year the railroads have been carrying a 
rapidly increasing volume of parcei post 
matter in addition to the calculated increased 
quality of regular mail. They have not re- 
ceived pay for carrying this parcel post mat- 
ter. 

Ir his last report the postmaster geenral 
reccmmended additional compensation to the 
carriers—an obviously fair thing to do. Con- 
gress ignored his recommendation in making 
up the appropriations; a committee is now at 
work investigating. 

We who have invested in railroad bonds 
and stocks are paying the cost of transport- 
ing the huge volume of parcel post matter— 
in the coming year the government estimates 
that it will handle 600,000,000 packages and 
derive a revenue of $60,000,000 therefrom, We 
are paying the bills of the whole people who 
are benefitted by the parcel post. 

We are being unfairly dealt with We 
are the temporary victims of a state of mind, 
reflected by congress, which won't admit 
that railroads are entitled to fair treatment 
at the hands of our representatives at Wash-

But that sentiment will change. If we 
are level-headed investors we shall see that 
we are not driven by this particular factor 
of injustice to sacrifice our holdings. In- 
stead, we shall do whatever wegcan per- 
sonally to see that it is corrected 4s soon as 
possible. 


Educating the Man in the Shop 


Technical instruction by correspondence 
has been given to 6,200 men in industrial 
works by the University of Wisconsin's ex- 
tension division. In an article in the Engi- 
neering Record, telling of the work, Profes- 
sor Earle B. Norris states that it has been 
necessary to establish seventy courses to 
meet the demands. While extension work is 
not new, such methods in engineering are 
of especial importance, in view of the needs 
of industry today. Employers generally are 
dissatisfied with the class of help they are 
receiving, and the continuation and corpora- 
tion school movements are evidences of a de- 
termination to secure more competent em- 
ployees. 

While the “continuation school is directed 
mainly at the lower grades, corporation 
schools quite as often train men and women 
for the higher as for the lower positions. 
University extension instruction, then, is on 
a par with the work of the corporation 
school, and it is not surprising to learn that 
the employers are co-operating by equipping 
class rooms for the extension students and 
aNowing the instruction to be given on com- 
pany time.

Smouldering race hatred of the na- 
tive Indians for negroes, inflamed by 
one of the negroes, an American, win- 
ning the Indian girl, Nazada, from her 
father at dice and his refusal to sell 
her back to a native, is reported to be 
the cause of the trouble.

Negro Won the Girl. 

The negro, Clarence Williams, had 
been working on the Teuahuena farm, 
one of a long string of plantations the 
United Fruit company operates in the 
Montagua river district. He had in- 
curred the hatred of many of the In- 
dians because of his prowess with dice. 
In a game recently in which was Na- 
zada’s father he won all the old peon’s 
money and then in true Guatemalan 
fashion the old man wagered his 
daughter. He lost. As is customary 
among these Indians the girl did not 
object to her part of the transaction 
and was taken to the shanty of the 
American negro. 

As the story goes, Christofo Zurello, 
a half-breed boss of a neighboring 
farm, ‘had wanted Nazada for his son 
and was incensed when he learned that 
she had become the property of the 
negro. According to Guatemalan In- 
dian custom the father of the girl was 
eliminated from the matter by his un- 
lucky cast of the dice, so Zurello en- 
tered into negotiations with the negro. 
He offered him thirty peson for the girl. 
The negro refused. 

Soon after Williams left for his work 
Saturday, May 9, three men appeared at 
the shanty. It is said they were Zurel- 
lo, @ peon named Pedro and a half- 
breed. Williams had occasion to go to 
the shanty a few hours later. 

Girl Horribly Mutilated. 

to a nearby tree was his In- 
dian girl horribly mutilated with 
knives. Just before she died she told 
him who had committed the crime. 
Arming himself, Williams began a 
search for Zurello, found him and shot 
him to death. Then he killed Pedro 
and later the same day the half-breed. 

All during that night there was 
fighting between the negroes and the 
Indians, all of whom, it seemed, had 
aligned themselves with other mem- 
bers of their race. 

Religious services were held in a lit- 
tle church as usual the next morning. 
When the Indians came from the 
church the negroes were enmassed 
nearby and opened fire on them. In 
this fight Williams and twelve of his 
followers were killed. Many Indians 
were slain. Fighting was kept up for 
many days and according to the story 
reaching here the bodies of sixty-four 
negroes were found. Just how. many 
Indians were killed probably never 
will be known as they removed and 
hid their dead as quickly as possible.

WHEAT ADVANCES 
TO HIGHEST POINT 


Further Alarming Reports 
of Probable Damage From 
Hessian Fly Keep Specula- 
tors in Turmoil. 


Chicago, May 20. — Despite heavy 
selling to realize profits, the wheat 
market today advanced to the highest 
point thus far recorded on the crop. 
Alarming reports of damage from 
Hessian fiy kept speculators in a tur- 
moil, and made the close strong at a 
rise of % to 1%c net. Corn gained 
% tox%e. Provisions finished a shade 
off to an upturn of lic. 

According to one authority the pros- 
pers today was for a cut of 100,000,000 

ushels in the 1914 wheat harvest 
compared with the extreme figures 
a month ago. Conditions on which 
this estimate was based were describ- 
by a leading expert in Southern 
Illinois as follows: 
“More than 60 per cent of all the 
stocks have little white larvae of the 
Hessian fly deposited just above the 
first joint. In some of the fields there 
are as many as twelve grubs on one 
stalk. Wheat cannot mature properly 
now, and there is an irreparable loss 
of many milkon bushels. If it stays 
dry a week or ten days longer, the 
loss will be terrific.” 

Assertions were current that —in 
some sections farmers proposed to 
burn wp fields to exterminate the Hes- 
sian fiy infection. Elsewhere in re- 
gions where the damage was less s8e- 
vere, predictions were made of in- 
creasing disappointment at the ap- 
proach of harvest. 

Strength in corn was mainly through 
Sympathy with wheat. There were 
also reports of storms seriously inter- 
fering again with the movement of 
the Argentine crop and further dimin- 
ishing the exportable surplus. On the 
other hand, domestic offerings to ar- 
rive from the country proved liberal 
and shipping demand here was slow. 

Traders in oats fad a crop scare of 
their own. Dry weather was given as 
the chief cause. 

Provisions developed no action of 
importance. Interest was dwarfed by 
excitement regarding wheat.

TRADING WAS DULL 
ON STOCK MARKET 


Heaviness Shown by Stocks 
of Missouri Pacific and 
Western Maryland — Rise 
in Foreign Exchange. 


New York, May 20.—The session on 
the stock exchange today was devoid 
of interesting. developments. Trading 
was dull and professional throughout 
and the monotony of the movement 
Was relieved only by the heaviness of 
such issues as Missouri Pacific and 
Western Maryland, whose affairs ad- 
mittedly are unsatisfactory: The shares 
and bonds of these companies fell from 
one to five points. Chesapeake and 
Ohio, New Haven, American Smelting 
and some of the utilities, including 
Peoples Gas and Consolidated Gas, 
were intermittently neavy, but net 
changes, especially among the léaders, 
were negligible. , 

In its broader aspects the real fea- 
ture of the day was the further rise 
in foreign exchange. Demand sterling 
advanced to 4.8855 and cables were 
quoted at 4.89, indicating a continu- 
ance, probably on an increased scale, 
of recent gold exports. Brokers re- 
ported a more persistent demand for 
our metal from Paris and Berlin, and 
the inquiry from the latter center is 
popularly believed to be for Russian 
account, 

Further unofficial advices of an un- 
toward character dealing with the 
crop outlook were received, but were 
accepted with some reservation. Con- 
ditions in the steel mdustry were re- 
ported to be practically unchanged, 
except for significant buying of pig 
iron, which is assumed to presage an 
increased demand for some of the fin- 
ished products in the near future. The 
copper metal markets at home and 
abroad were working toward better- 
ment, but local buying continued cau- 
tious. 

Foreign stock markets were. not un- 
like our own, London manifesting a 
Sluggish and drooping tendency, with 
some weakness at Paris and Berlin. 

Local monetary conditions were un- 
changed, save for some easier tenden- 
ciés in time loans. Total interest and 
dividend disbursements in the coming 
month are somewhat in excess of the 
corresponding period last year and a 
better inquiry for bonds may precede 
the release of these funds. 

Weakness in the issues mentioned 
affected the general bond list, prices 
falling on reduced dealings. Total 
sales, par value, amounted to $1,400,000.
